BEAUTY RULES 


Ferguson Shamamian & Rattner Architects is not practicing architecture to change the world. 


A shared conviction that it makes beautiful and sound buildings is motivation enough.

Some of the strongest pronouncements from the partners of Ferguson 
Shamamian & Rattner Architects are emphatically negative definitions. "We're 
not iconoclasts. We're not revolutionaries. We are not evangelical about this.” 
What then are they? Quite simply, architects who practice traditional architec- 
ture because they find it beautiful, practical, adaptable, and as meaningful to 
people today as it ever has been. 

Mark Ferguson, Oscar Shamamian, and Donald Rattner lead this 50-person 
Manhattan firm widely recognized for high-end residential work in traditional 
styles, particularly those derived from Classical roots. The firm’s projects range 
in style from rustic vernacular to the most formal Georgian. Through all the 
work there is a definite focus on the craft of how a building is made, as well as 
on fine materials and top-notch workmanship. What you will not find in the 
portfolio are buildings derived from Modern movement precedent, the Post- 
Modern fallout, or any number of current ‘isms.’ The partners have a very 
realistic view of practicing traditional architecture in the late-20th century. They 
acknowledge it is a position at the periphery and that the styles they have

mastered will probably never become universal or even entrenched within the 
architectural market. In this healthy sense, the firm is practicing traditional 
architecture not to ride the tide of New Classicism or to force a sea change, but 
because it delivers what they and their clients want: striking, memory-jogging, 
built-for-the-long-haul architecture.

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"The firm is not evangelical about practicing this type of architecture. It's 
something that we all love" says Mark Ferguson. In 1988 Ferguson joined John 
Murray and Oscar Shamamian in launching Ferguson Murray Architects. The 
three had been working together in the 
design department of Parish-Hadley 
Associates in New York — an old- 
guard interiors firm — before their de- 
cision to start a full-blown architectural 
practice. (They changed the firm name 
to Ferguson Murray & Shamamian in 
1989 and to Ferguson Shamamian & 
Rattner after John Murray left the firm 
in 1998 to practice independently.) Fer- 
guson's academic training at Carnegie 
Mellon University (B.Arch.) and Prince- 
ton University (M.Arch.) reflected the 
standard 1980s emphasis on Modern 
and Post-Modern precedents. After 
graduating in 1982, he worked on tradi- 
tional residential projects in Tuxedo 
Park, NY, and on alterations to a house 
designed by Ernest Flagg in Croton-on- 
Hudson, NY. Both experiences devel- 
oped his appreciation for traditional 
architecture and the role of invention in 
a traditional building context. In 1984 
he joined the Parish-Hadley design 
team. 


Oscar Shamamian, Partner 

“We're not iconoclasts. I think we are 
pretty reasonable about what we are 
doing.” Oscar Shamamian’s tolerant, 
even kind view toward non-traditional 
styles of architecture goes back to his 
academic years. He earned a B.A. in art 
history and an M.Arch. at Columbia 
University — the latter in an architec- 
ture school with a nearly pandemic

HOUSE MOVING 


SO YOU WANT TO MOVE A BUILDING? 


In the 18th century, when building materials were a pricey commodity, moving structures was com- 
monplace; as materials became less valuable, house moving became less of a necessity. 
Today, historic landmarks, vociferous preservation groups, and deep sentiment 
accompanied by deep pockets have re-enlisted the expertise of house movers.

In March of this year, Urban Foundation Engineering LLC had a moving 
experience on Broadway in Manhattan. In a one-time, five-hour performance, 
the firm relocated Manhattan's Empire Theater to a different address, 168 feet 
west of its original site on the south side of 42nd Street. To make space for new 
construction, the playhouse was raised and shifted westward in one piece, 
preserving its landmarked facade. The action took place so slowly, “the 3,700- 
ton building didn’t know it was being moved,” recalls Tony Mazzo, senior vice 
president of Queens-based Urban. “The pigeons didn’t move.” 
As this story suggests, transporting entire houses and commercial build- 

ру: » ings (a common proce- 
dure in earlier centuries) 
is still in practice today. 
Indeed, one trade group, 
the International Associa- 
tion of Structural Movers, 
lists 271 members in the 
U.S., Canada, Australia, 
and New Zealand. And 
the top reason clients re- 
quest a mover’s services? 
To save historic proper- 
ties. Other incentives in- 
clude real estate develop- 
ment, flooding, or senti- 
ment for a house or office 
that might otherwise be 
destroyed. “While they 
do make sense in certain 
applications, moves are 
expensive,” admits Brian 
Kronenberger, president 
of Kronenberger & Sons 
Restoration in Middle- 


vet. 


This 2-1/2-story, 5,000-sq.-ft. house in Middletown, Ct., was moved several hundred 
yards by Kronenberger & Sons. When owners couldn't comply with ADA guidelines 
for basement access, they sold the building for $1 to the Connection Fund, Inc., a non- 
profit social-service agency experienced with adaptive re-use. With donated expertise 
from Jeff Bianco at Bianco & Giolitto Architects and lots of donated money, the $180K 
move became possible. In the top photo, the building is off its foundation; in the middle 
photo, the building is rolling down the street toward its new home; the bottom photo 
shows the building about to be moved onto its new foundation. Due to site and water 
conditions, the new foundation is only 6 ft. deep, creating just enough crawl space to 
house mechanicals. The building is now being leased to a children's museum, has im- 
proved traffic flow, and has filled in an unsighly gap in the streetscape. 
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town, Conn. "One question to ask is, "What would it cost to build it?' A 
developer looks at it differently from a homeowner or restoration expert." 

Given the costs of skilled labor, dismantling a house, hauling the pieces, 
and putting them back together is no great bargain. This method should only 
be tried with systems like post-and-beam construction, which is easier to take 
apart. Even then, most movers have their doubts. “We have never advocated 
disassembling and reassembling," observes Terry Emmert, owner of Emmert 
International in Clackamas, Ore. ^We'd rather move in one piece." 

Regional traditions may also come into play. In previous generations, 
frugal New Englanders were said to be very fond of recycling structures, 
particularly in winter, when the ground was frozen solid. “The buildings would 
be pulled over logs by oxen," Kronenberger explains. But many home buyers 
in San Francisco have adopted the custom because of changing earthquake 
codes. Burt Fisher, former owner of Fisher Brothers House Moving Co. in 
Manteca, Calif., and father of the current proprietor, says their company gets a 
lot of calls when an older home changes hands. "The new buyer has to fix the 
foundation up to code at the bank's insistence," he reports. In these cases, the 
building is lifted until the foundation has been repaired. 

Movers agree that almost anything can be transported — for a price. 
Whatever the building's destination, the process of getting it off the ground is 
pretty much the same. First, the area around the structure has to be excavated. 
The next step is crafting a cribbage to support the house. Then it's raised by 
hydraulic lifts and lowered onto dollies. Finally, the load is trucked to the 
designated site, where it's placed on a new foundation. Don't assume the mover 
will build this foundation; some companies handle this job themselves, some 
award it to a subcontractor; and others expect clients to fend for themselves. 

Preparing the move invariably takes much more time than the actual move 
itself. (Urban Foundation spent three months on site before loading the Empire 
Theater on dollies, and did a 23-ft. test move as a warm-up for the real thing.) 
For every assignment, the engineers need to factor in the building's dimensions, 
weight, and materials. Fireplaces and chimneys require special attention. So do 
sunken living rooms. Does the house stand above a basement, crawl space, or 
cement slab? Each of these entails different techniques. 

The travel route presents another set of issues. Roads and telephone cables 
were not designed to accommodate buildings in transit. "Sometimes we have 
to trim trees and ask the utilities to raise power lines," notes Zach Graham, son 
of the owner of Graham's Building Movers in Grand Rapids, Ohio. Afterward, 
the lines have to be restored to their previous height. Special permits may be 
required for carrying oversized loads on highways and bridges. АП of these 
arrangements must be made in advance, with multiple agencies. Experienced 
movers tend to have contacts at the appropriate places. 

How to pick a company that is up to the task? As a general rule, get several 
bids, asking the same types of questions you would direct toward general 
contractors. The moving industry is not regulated, and even an organization 
like the International Association of Structural Movers, which publishes Struc- 
tural Mover Magazine, does not have the capacity to test or guarantee the 
workmanship of its members. Start with basic background, such as how long 
the firm has been in business and how long employees have been on the payroll; 
an inexperienced crew is a sign of a substandard business. Ask for bank 
references and a list of the last ten jobs. Make sure the mover is licensed as a 
contractor or builder, bonded, and insured. 

Follow up with some field research. "Visit their office and see their equip- 
ment," urges Emmert. Rusted trucks and ramshackle furniture indicate poten- 
tial problems, he continues. "If they take pride in their office and their 
equipment, they take pride in their work. You are what you eat and you do get 
what you pay for." Government agencies can help you verify what you're told. 
"Call the state highway department and find out if the company gets permits," 
recommends Mark Edwards, president of Edwards Moving & Rigging Inc. and 
publisher of House & Building Mover in Shelbyville, Ky. 

When it comes to pricing, be leery of anyone who quotes a pat formula. 
"There is no standard,” insists Edwards. “People who tell you they bid by the 
ton or by the hour are fooling themselves." To come up with an estimate, 
responsible firms consider multiple variables: a building's dimensions and 
weight; necessary equipment; loading method and man-hours involved; dis- 
tance and terrain covered; permit fees; and, of course, desired profit margin. If 
a firm underbids others by a substantial amount, go with one of its competitors 
— most accidents happen because somebody is trying to cut corners. After you 
make your choice, get a contract specifying what's going to be done and how. 

How much can you expect to pay? That varies with the property and the 
region. Fisher estimates that a “simple move,” involving a small, woodframe 
house and a route that circumvents power lines, would start at about $10,000. 
However, Kronenberger & Sons just uprooted an extra-wide, two-and-half 
story home and hauled it all of 200 yards. The tab? More than $100,000. m

DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION 
ISSUES FOR AUTOMATED GATES 


Designing and engineering a gate with a gate-operator system is a complex 
process, so be sure to allow enough time and money to engage a specialist. 
Below are guidelines to help ensure a successful installation and operation.

Creating an automated gate is a small construction project that requires focus 
on details and quality installation. Coordination among designer, fabricator, 
and gate specialist at the early stages of a project to review the scope of the job 
is critical. Beyond design considerations, the gate must function reliably at all 
times. There are many issues affecting this dependability — one small oversight 
can hinder the gate’s operation. For this reason, it is highly recommended that 
an experienced gate-system specialist be included in your plans and budget. 


Early Construction Issues 


The first requirement is to check building codes in the area. For example, there 
might be a height limit for the gate or piers, a minimum width between piers 
(to allow fire trucks to enter the property, for example), or a setback requirement 
from the street. 

Next, site conditions should be studied. Is the gate area level? This deter- 
mines whether the gates can swing in or whether they have to swing out. Are 
there drainage problems? Does water have to be diverted? The gate-support 
posts will require large cement footings; are there any problems in digging those 
footings? Are there tree roots or large rocks? And, most important, are there 
existing underground power, gas, water, or sewer lines? For help with these 
issues, see if the region has a listing for an organization called “Call Before You 
Dig.” 

8 Getting power to the gate site is the next issue. Are there any obstacles to 
digging a trench from the house, such as rough terrain, rocks, or roots? If the 
gates will be located far from the house, would it be less costly to have a power 
drop installed at the gate site? 

Setback considerations at the gate site need to be addressed. The gates must 
be far enough off the road so that vehicles can pull in and away from traffic 
while the gates are open. 

Before a new driveway is installed, or an existing driveway is resurfaced, 
important loop sensors are placed under the driveway surface. One is a “free 
exit,” which opens the gates for exiting vehicles. It usually is 75 to 100 feet 
behind the gates, so that by the time the vehicle reaches the gates, they will be 
open. Another loop sensor is a safety device installed directly behind the swing 
of the gate. This sensor detects a car driving (or stopped) over it and prevents 
the gates from closing on the car. 

It's a good idea to place a 4-in.-dia. PVC pipe below grade (to a depth that 
conforms to local electrical code requirements), parallel to the closed gate, as an 
electrical chase for cable to reach both sides of the driveway. This also allows 
access for any future power that may have to cross the driveway, without 
scarring its surface. 


Supporting the Gate 
Automated gates should never be hung on existing piers. As a rule, piers that 
are not designed for automated gates are not strong enough. They generally 
have an integral exterior with a hollow center filled with rubble. Automated 
gates need to be supported by a steel tube (4 in. x 4 in. min.), cast in the footing 
4 ft. below grade, which extends up to the height of the gate at the hinge side. 
The pier is then built around the steel tube, leaving room to connect the gate to 
it. The finished gate looks as though it is connected to the pier, but in fact it is 
supported by the steel tube. The steel tube offers the torsional rigidity that is 
required for the automation system. As the size and weight of the proposed 
gates increase, the size of the steel tube should increase as well. 

The cement footings to support the piers and gates must be dug down 
below frost level and should be at least 4 ft. x 4 ft. x 4 ft. The top should be 8 in.

below finished grade to allow room for landscaping adjacent to the piers (which 
are generally smaller than the footings). 


Operating Systems 


The simplest, least expensive gate-operation method is an “auto open” loop 
sensor below the driveway surface in front of the gates. This is the same kind 
of loop sensor used for “free exit” (and therefore should be installed prior to 
final driveway paving). This system opens the gate for anyone who drives over 
it. There is no control over access to the driveway, but the gates will close 
automatically after a vehicle has gone through them. 

If more control of the entrance to the property is desired, a communication 
station with a phone extension allowing direct communication to the house can 
be installed at the gate site. Homeowners gain access by using a small “clicker,” 
similar to a garage-door opener, and the communication station provides access 
for guests. Features include a keypad, allowing access to those with a four-digit 
code. As many as seventy-five codes can be issued so that regular visitors can 
each enter using their own code. This unit has a built-in twenty-four-hour, 
seven-day event timer which allows the codes to be programmed: For example, 
a homeowner can program a two-hour period ona particular day, say from 8:00 
a.m. to 10:00 a.m. on Tuesday, to let the lawn-care company enter the property 
using their code. If someone tries to use that code at other times or on other 
days, the code won’t open the gate. The unit also interfaces with the security

system and automatically opens the gates in an emergency, such as when the 
fire alarm sounds. 

For large estates or ranches where the gate is far from the house (and the 
cost of digging a trench from the house for power is thus prohibitive), a service 
drop is usually installed along with a dedicated phone line. This phone line 
expands the control capabilities at the gate, adding special “call forwarding” 
functions so that the communication station can connect to off-site locations. 
For instance, visitors might be directed to dial 001 for the main house, or 002 if 
there is no answer. 002 could be programmed to dial the homeowner's office, 
security company, cell phone, or even a vacation home їп а remote location. The 
options permitted by this system make it an increasingly popular choice for 
homeowners. 


Safety Devices 

Safety devices are an important part of any automation system. As previously 
mentioned, the loop sensor beneath the driveway’s surface, directly behind the 
swing of the gates, prevents the gates from closing on cars. 

Another essential safety feature is an infrared sending/receiving beam 
installed just in front of the closed gates. If the gates are closing and a person or 
vehicle breaks the beam, the gates will reverse direction. 

Other safety devices can include pressure-sensitive bumper strips, similar 
to those on elevator doors, attached to the gates. If the gates are closing and 
touch a car, they will reverse direction. Also, small warning strobe lights, which 
flash when the gates are moving, can be set into the leading edge of the gates. 


Automation Choices 

The state-of-the-art choice for automation is a hydraulic operating system. 
Today, these openers are available from numerous manufacturers. The basic 
decision is whether to use the above-ground piston type or the below-ground 
rack-and-pinion type. 

The above-ground operator is generally easier to install and maintain, less 
expensive, but more visible. It is a self-contained unit with pump motor, 
hydraulic valves, and fluid included in one small package. It mounts on the rear 
side of the gate, and must be installed according to the manufacturer's specific 
geometric requirements (see top photo on p. 21). 

The in-ground operator must be installed directly below the hinge pin and 
connects to the bottom of the gate. It requires a remote electric pump which 
mounts in a small vault near each operator. These units cost more and require 
more labor to install, but they provide the most hidden method of automation 
available (see bottom photo on p. 21). 


Rigid Gate Construction 


Engineering a well-built gate is essential. The final product should be as rigid 
as possible. The gates are cantilevered from the hinges with most of the force

PIVOTAL RESTORATION 


The reconditioning and repair of monumental metal doors is a feat requiring 
a specialized hand. 

When thousand-pound doors at the Pennsylvania State Capitol refused 
to budge, the building managers called in metal-door specialist Frank Cic- 
cone, of Boston's F.E. Ciccone & Co. Ciccone's door-restoration work has 
included the Pennsylvania State Capitol, the Boston Public Library, and 
Forsyth Dental Center. Typical work for this company includes metal repair, 
hardware replacement, and 
custom alterations for ADA ac- 
cessibility. 

Hardware repair for the 
Pennsylvania State Capitol 
doors required the manufac- 
turing of new top and bottom 
pivot pins and bushings. Cic- 
cone says this is one of the ma- 
jor challenges of metal-door 
rehab. "No one really knows 
what's inside . . . Either it isn't 
known how the hardware was 
designed, or the condition of 
the existing hardware is un- 
known." In most cases, Cic- 
cone does an on-site survey to 
determine the physical condi- 
tion and extent of damage 
without dismantling the door. 
" You investigate as much pos- 
sible and do your planning 
based on the survey, but you 
don't know the full story until 
the door is out." 

An upcoming project for 
the company involves c.1860 
doors with rack-and-pinion 
hardware that Ciccone asserts 
was probably handmade. His 
shop works in all metals, creat- 
ing new hardware and repair- 
ing elements that have been 
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This is one of three sets of bronze doors de- 
signed by Daniel Chester French for the Boston 
Public Library. The doors were removed and 
pivoting hardware was replaced.

damaged or poorly repaired after 
many years of use. 

Transporting monumental metal 
doors before the advent of heavy ma- 
chinery was a feat worthy of the pyra- 
mid builders. Today Ciccone uses 
hydraulics to remove and transport 
these doors from their moorings. He 
has designed a special cart that will 
lift and move a thousand-pound door 
out of its threshold for repairs. “We 
don’t need big crews to do this. Small 
crews are actually safer because you 
don't have as many workers running 
around creating potential hazards by 
getting in the way," he says. 


It took 50 hours for Ciccone workers 
to remove this pin from the monumental 
doors at the entrance to the Pennsylva- 


nia State Capitol. 


REFINISHING METAL DOORS 


Even in polluted city environments, 
bronze is one of the most durable met- 
als around. However, it can be dam- 
aged by lack of, or improper, cleaning; 
especially at risk is the verdigris pat- 
ina for which bronze is prized. The 
proper cleaning of monumental metal 
doors should not be considered a “do- 
it-yourself" project. The nature and 
condition of the material should be 
assessed by a competent professional, 
and the task accomplished by a com- 
pany specializing in such work.

directed to the top hinge. Also, the lateral whipping force on the gate, created 
by starting and stopping the hydraulic operators, must be resisted. Engineering 
a rigid gate will add years of dependable use, whether the gate material is wood 
or steel. 

For wood gates, kiln-dried hardwood is essential because of its strength 
and resistance to warpage. Mahogany and teak are preferred because they are 
also bug and rot resistant and are available in big, solid timbers. The perimeter 
members or superstructure of each gate leaf should be at least 2-3/4 in. x 5 in. 
This superstructure should increase to 3-3/4 in. x 6 in. or 3-3/4 in. x 8 in. as the 
gate leaf increases in size. Corner joints should be large mortise and tenons, 
pinned with a hardwood dowel and epoxied. Large steel hinge straps (3/8 in. 
thick and 24 in. to 36 in. long) will increase the strength at the hinge side and 
provide the rigidity required. Large greaseable hinge barrels are welded to 
these straps (6 in. x 1-3/8 in. o.d. min.). Mechanical stops, required by most 
hydraulic-operator manufacturers, can be included in the hinge fabrication. 
Hinges this large are generally not available, requiring custom design and 
fabrication specific to each gate. 

For steel gates, solid-steel members will outlast steel-tube construction and 
add years to the life of the gate. The cost is usually only slightly more for 
materials and the extra labor needed to handle the heavier solid-steel gate 
leaves. The number of welds and pieces is the same for either type of construc- 
tion. Design is also a consideration, since solid-steel construction allows deco- 
rative hand-forged steel details and curves to be incorporated. Large, oversized 
greaseable hinge barrels, welded directly to a heavier perimeter frame, are again 
recommended. If very large gates are being considered, it would be wise to 
include the services of a certified structural engineer in your project budget. 


Gate Design Issues 

Gates can attract attention or be discreet. They can be friendly or formidable. 
They create the first impression for a home, giving the visitor visual clues about 
what is further down the drive. 

The first design decision is, how much of a statement do you want to make? 
Then, should the design relate to the architectural style of the home or to the 
neighborhood? If the house can be seen from the gate, the design of the gate 
should relate to the house; if the property is large and the house can't be viewed 
from the gate area, the design can relate to the neighborhood. 

Many of the parameters of gate design are related to its function. The scale 
and physical size of the gate is determined by the width between the piers — 
by today's standards, fifteen to sixteen feet is average, allowing room for trucks 
and emergency vehicles to enter the property. Remember that the clear opening 
is narrowed by the thickness of the gate, plus the offset required by the 
hydraulic operators. A 15-ft. opening might neck down to 13-1/2 ft. when the 
gates are installed and open. The height of the piers, sometimes limited by local 
building codes, sets the next design parameter. 

The top rail of the gate is an important decision. Should the top of the gate 
run straight from pier to pier, curve down, or rise in the center? Curving down 
(creating a yoke) can "frame" and enhance a view — especially if the driveway 
rises slightly behind the gates. Gates that rise in the center to seven or eight feet 
or more have a more imposing presence. 

Consider the choice of materials. Don't overlook the associative images of 
wood and steel. Wood is approachable and warm; steel is cooler and stronger. 
These materials can be used or combined in ways that will counter these images, 
or emphasize them to create variations on the infinite possibilities that evolve 
as you begin the design process. I

GREEN ARCHITECTURE 


A FIELD REPORT ON GREEN ARCHITECTURE 


The guidelines for building or renovating in an earth-friendly manner are getting 
clearer and easier. But the bottom line remains: 
One of the “greenest” activities of all is the recycling of existing buildings.

Over four years ago, Traditional Building surveyed 
the green-building field and found that the concept 
of green architecture was making slow but steady 
progress into the mainstream. But that report con- 
cluded that there was still “a long, long way to go.” 
The Editors asked me to take another look to find 
out how far the movement has progressed (or re- 
gressed) since then, and to develop some hints for 
eco-sensitive designers and contractors who want 
to “do the right thing” — that is, be earth-friendly 
without making costs so high that they lose clients. 

Well, the Big Green Ship may not be sailing the 
mainstream just yet, but those who have been 
aboard for a while agree she has made substantial 
progress since 1993. “There’s been a dramatic up- 
surge in interest in green building over the last four 
years,” says Alex Wilson, editor and publisher of 
Environmental Building News of Brattleboro, Vt. 
“And while it’s more evident in some areas of the 
country, such as the Pacific Northwest and New 
England, it’s really happening everywhere.” He 
cites such places as Boulder and Denver, Colo., 
Raleigh, N.C., and Austin, Tex., where the green 
ethic has really taken hold. (Austin, for example, 
has developed a city- and county-wide Green 
Building Program in cooperation with the county 
Homebuilders Association.) 

Kristin Ralff, Executive Director of the U.S. 
Green Building Council (USGBC), also sees tremen- 
dous growth in the green field. Four years ago, 
USGBC was just getting started; today it has 120 
members drawn from across the building-construc- 
tion industry, universities, environmental groups, 
and manufacturers. The Council's major effort right 
now is the LEED Building rating and certification 
system discussed below. USGBC has now had four 
annual conferences, co-hosted with AIA, NIST, and 
USDOE. Last year, however, there were about ten 
competing conferences, Ralff notes, and the Council 
is rethinking the matter with a possible push for a 
big combined effort for next year. Green building is 
getting nearer the mainstream thanks to efforts 
from the government, at both the federal level, 
where the General Services Administration now 
embodies green principles in its building designs, 
and the local level, where many municipalities are 
adopting green guidelines in building codes. 

Over these four years, Ralff says, green-build- 
ing costs have come down significantly, with the 
concepts of life-cycle cost and embodied energy, as 
well as technological innovation and the entry of 
more manufacturers into the field. There's also a 
renewed emphasis on low-tech green solutions, 
Ralff believes, such as passive solar heating, day- 
lighting, and light fixtures designed to reduce heat. 
There are many more high-profile mainstream pro- 
jects these days, she notes, citing such companies as 
the GAP, Wal-Mart, S.C. Johnson, and Herman 
Miller, who have built green facilities. A study by 
Battelle Institute of the Herman Miller facility in 
Zeeland, Mich., found increased worker productiv- 
ity attributed to its felicitous use of daylighting. 

A major, highly-visible green project is now 
under construction in mid-Manhattan. The Four 
Times Square office building will have 48 rentable 
floors, plus three or four floors of mechanicals; its 
main tenants will be Conde Nast and Skadden 
Arps. Bob Fox, of the project's Fox & Fowle design 
team, says the structure's energy usage will be only 
about 60% of what it would have been ten years ago. 
Indoor air quality is also a major focus, he adds, 
with a design flow of fresh air five times code; the 
air will be tempered, filtered, and monitored. Spe- 
cial attention was paid not only to construction and 
interior materials, but also to materials used in fu- 
ture maintenance. The building's facade will incor- 
porate photovoltaic panels. 

Alex Wilson agrees about the higher visibility 
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of green building projects. Four years ago, he says, 
there was just a handful of green demonstration 
projects, such as the Audubon Society headquarters 
in New York. Today there are many highly visible 
examples of win-win projects that incorporate 
green principles, such as the 170-unit Greenlee Park 
subdivision outside Denver, Colo. 

According to Wilson, some of the debates that 
used to take place about green design no longer 
seem relevant, such as the old argument that mak- 
ing a building tight to conserve energy would pro- 
duce an indoor-air-quality problem because of 
solvents and other toxics. This debate has no "right" 
answer, says Wilson; but today, a house that's green 
with respect to energy can still have healthful air, 
thanks to safer building materials and advanced 
ventilation systems. 

Wilson also observes that efficiency has 
climbed significantly for heating equipment, with 
new Department of Energy standards, and there is 
a proliferation of voluntary certification programs 
such as DOE's Green Star and EPA's Green Lights. 


THE HOLISTIC APPROACH 


But green building today is about much more than 
materials or energy, Wilson maintains; it concerns 
land use, the conservation of energy and water, and 
the integration of communities via a green-systems 
philosophy. He notes growing interest in "The New 
Urbanism," a neo-traditional way of thinking about 
urban design, which harks back to the time of small 
towns with strong centers around a public green. 
This approach focuses on a mixed-use design, 
where services are within walking distance and 
public transportation is readily available. Current 
zoning practices often work against this concept, 
Wilson says, and green advocates must work to 
change that. 

The New Urbanism is evident in new develop- 
ments such as the 4,000-unit Haymount, where the 
developer, John Clark, is leaving 800 of 1,600 acres 
untouched while covering the rest with traditional 
Tidewater architecture; space for schools, churches, 
and workplaces is provided to reduce reliance on 
cars. It can also manifest itself in the recycling of old 
urban communities, such as in Charleston, S.C., 
where the emphasis is on fixing up existing struc- 
tures instead of building new ones. 

A compelling example of the New Urbanism 
systems approach is the "Cohousing" concept, ac- 
cording to Wilson. More common in Europe, this 
concept is analogous to the communes of the *60s. 
A typical project would consist of about 20 units: 
houses built by individuals, which share such facili- 
ties as a dining hall, child-care center, workshop, 
entertainment center, and guest accommodations. 
There are several hundred of these being planned 
or built in the U.S., Wilson notes, with around 28 
now complete. A typical example is the Cambridge 
Cohousing residential project in Cambridge, Mass., 
described in more detail below in the discussion of 
U.S. entries in Green Building Challenge '98. 

John Knott, a historic preservationist and de- 
veloper, is developing Dewees Island at Charleston, 
S.C., and is co-founder of the Harmony Project, a 
non-profit partnership providing counselling and 
technical assistance for sustainable low- and mid- 
dle-income urban communities. The Dewees Island 
development is now under construction on a 1,200- 
acre barrier island off Isle of Palms, S.C., where 
plans call for 150 houses built to conserve energy 
and minimize the impact on nature, with 65% of the 
space retained in permanent conservation. Each 
house can disturb no more than 7,500 sq.ft. of space 
on a two-acre lot and must be built of energy-sav- 
ing, non-toxic materials; no conventional lawns al- 
lowed and no concrete roads or driveways. So far, 
26 homes are completed. The development is acces- 
sible only by boat, and cars are not permitted on the

Office Tower in New York City, designed by Fox & 
Fowle Architects, will consume only 6096 of the energy 
it would have used ten years ago. Indoor air quality has 
also been a major focus; fresh-air flows will be five times 
greater than code. Special attention was paid not only to 
the "green" construction and finish materials, but also to 
materials required for future maintenance. 


island. While local environmental groups would 
have preferred that the island remain untouched, 
they have worked with Knott to maximize protec- 
tion. (Surf over to www.deweesisland.com for 
more information.) 

Knott sees the paradigm shifting from a pre- 
green approach, where technology dominated de- 
sign and construction decisions, to one where 
technology supplements a design that takes a holis- 
tic approach to the site, climate, and indigenous 
materials. "That's the way we used to design," 
Knott says. "Up until about 60 years ago, we would 
integrate the land, available materials, and the cli- 
mate into a sensible whole." Since then, however, 
technologists have assumed we can ignore the cli- 
mate and simply install more powerful lighting, 
heating, and ventilating systems to overcome 
Mother Nature, while using whatever materials are 
cheapest. Knott cites the Greening of the White 
House project — the effort to turn the White House 
into a model sustainable project. The AIA-led team 
discovered that the building was in fact originally 
designed to use passive heating and ventilation; 
modern remodeling had over-ridden these advan- 
tages. 

The beat-Mother-Nature approach is more ex- 
pensive in the long run, says Knott, once we factor 
in energy and maintenance costs. If we take an 
integrated approach and think in a systems way, we 
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can havea sustainable design that is good for the environment and saves money 
— as much as 50-60% in operating costs, he says — before we even begin to 
specify materials. We should rely on natural systems first and add mechanical 
supplements only if needed. 

“Sustainability,” as defined by Knott, respects the value of all resources — 
people, the environment, capital — and considers social and economic impacts, 
as well as the environmental. He cites seven basic principles for sustainability: 
(1) Development and environment are natural allies; (2) Development should 
take into account that all resources are limited; (3) Communities and buildings 
can be resource providers, not just users — capturing water from rain, heat from 
the sun, and ventilation from the wind; (4) Land ownership is a stewardship 
role for future generations; (5) It’s less expensive — short- and long-term — to 
build in harmony with the environment; (6) Communities should be designed 
for people, with technologies being supportive, not dominant; (7) Environ- 
mental education is an essential first step in our sense of integration with the 
environment. 

Knott bills himself as an eternal optimist about the progress of the green- 
building movement. While there are still major hurdles — zoning that prevents 
cluster development, for example — he believes projects like Dewees will show 
that the mold can be broken, and equity-based development can be both 
sustainable and profitable. 


GREEN-BUILDING CHECKLISTS 


The evolution in green design over the past four years has not been so much the 
growth of more, better, and cheaper green materials and equipment (although 
indeed there is considerably more choice for today’s specifier who wants to go 
green); rather, there’s been more of a philosophical evolution, plus a great 
broadening and deepening of the field. 

Gail Lindsey, President of Design Harmony, Inc., Wake Forest, N.C., and 
also the current chair of the ALA Committee on the Environment, says that green 
(or sustainable) design today means taking an integrated approach that seeks a 
balance of individuality and community. She sees five critical elements to 
holistic sustainable design: 

1) Site Planning: First, think of the land and its amenities as resources, and 
figure out if your project is the best use for these resources. Decide whether to 
preserve land or enhance the natural landscape. Use indigenous trees for 
landscaping (they need less water and chemical treatment), and use Integrated 
Pest Management if the land needs treatment. Check for radon, lead, contami- 
nated water, and other pollutants, and avoid them if possible. Integrate the 
natural environment with the built, taking maximum advantage of natural 
heating, cooling, and ventilation for the structure. Check transportation issues, 
i.e., the possibilities for alternative transport — bus, bike, car pool. 

2) Energy Efficiency: Use orientation on the site to achieve maximum 
natural heating, cooling, and ventilation in conjunction with an efficient me- 
chanical heating-cooling system. (A compact building aids energy efficiency 
too.) Use natural daylight in conjunction with energy-efficient artificial lighting; 
consider energy savers such as occupancy sensors; and provide maximum solar 
orientation so that solar technologies such as photovoltaics and solar hot water 
can be used, now or in the future. Carefully place doors and windows for 
passive solar advantage, and provide shading to boost energy efficiency; use 
energy-efficient glazing where needed, such as Low-E or argon-filled double- 
pane windows. Choose energy-efficient appliances to reduce power demand. 
And, dearto the hearts of preservationists, Ms. Lindsey urges everyone to re-use 
existing structures for their ‘embodied energy.” 

3) Materials and Systems: Reduce the need for materials wherever possible, 
whether in building size and efficiency, structural choices, or system choices. 
Again, use existing structures or salvaged materials if possible, as well as 
recycled-content materials — but beware of possible toxins in recycled lumber, 
and avoid high-flush-water toilets and systems contaminated by molds. Check 
materials by questioning the manufacturer, reviewing the literature, running 
your own tests, and reviewing Material Safety Data Sheets (MSDS). Use re- 
sources from sources that are renewable and sustainable; check where the 
material comes from, and how it is manufactured, harvested, transported, or 
recycled. Check maintenance and waste by-products for the materials you 
choose. Determine what products are needed to protect, clean, or enhance your 
materials, and the frequency of application. 

4) Air and Water: Allow for adequate fresh-air intake. If possible, use 
operable windows, making sure they don’t hurt the efficiency of your HVAC 
system. Make sure air intakes are not near a polluted source. Choose a HVAC 
system with easy maintenance and access. Avoid materials with high toxic 
emissions; provide good ventilation and filtration to remove unavoidable tox- 
ics. Check vacuum and other maintenance equipment and products to make 
sure they’re not adding to poor air quality. Check water for contamination — 
lead, bacteria, etc. — and install a cleansing system if needed. Check local codes 
to see if composting, greywater, or other alternative water systems are ap- 
proved. 

5) Waste Reduction: Use materials, systems, and technologies that perform 
multiple functions (e.g., floor tile on concrete can provide released heat in a 
passive-solar design.) Use the free solar resource — natural daylight, solar hot 
water, passive heating, etc. Reduce materials headed to the landfill — donate 
scrap to non-profits, reuse it on other jobs, or recycle somehow. Design to 
standard system sizes to avoid “throw-away” cuts. Choose long-lasting, dura- 
ble materials that need little maintenance. Think long term, and choose dura- 
bility over convenience. Also, install low-flow and low-flush fixtures; check 
alternative water-use systems. Reduce, reuse, recycle. Ask if something is really 
necessary before buying. Be creative, and ask if there’s an alternative approach 
that would be less wasteful. 

Environmental Building News has developed its own useful Checklist for 
Environmentally-Sustainable Design and Construction. Its major points, in 
brief, are as follows: 

Design: Smaller is better; design buildings that are energy-efficient and use 
renewable energy; design water-efficient, low-maintenance landscaping; make

it easy for occupants to recycle waste; look into the feasibility of greywater and 
roof-top water catchment systems; design for future reuse. 

Siting: Renovate older buildings; locate buildings to minimize environ- 
mental impact; pay attention to solar orientation; situate buildings to benefit 
from existing vegetation. 

Materials: Avoid CFCs and HCFCs (chlorofluorocarbons and hydrochlo- 
rofluorocarbons); use durable products and materials; choose building materi- 
als with low-embodied energy; buy locally produced building materials; use 
products made from recycled materials; use salvaged materials; minimize use 
of freshly cut old-growth timber; opt for natural materials; minimize use of 
organic-solvent-based floor finishes, paints, stains, adhesives; minimize pack- 
aging waste. 

Equipment: Install high-efficiency heating and cooling equipment; install 
high-efficiency lights and appliances; install water-efficient equipment. 

Jobsite: Protect trees and topsoil; avoid pesticides and other chemicals that 
could leach into the groundwater; minimize job-site waste; make your business 
operations more environmentally responsible. 


THE SEARCH FORA GREEN RATING SYSTEM 


There’s a strong movement to develop accepted rating systems to assess the 
greenness, or sustainability, of a building. A number of systems have been 
developed already — one of the first was the Building Research Establishment 
Environmental Assessment Method (BREAM) from the U.K., now being used 
to certify commercial buildings in Hong Kong, Canada, and England. A more 
detailed system, the Building Environmental Performance Assessment Criteria 
(BEPAC), was developed in Canada. 

In the U.S., the Green Building Council has launched its Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental Design (LEED) rating system, which is undergoing 
final polishing at this time. Kristin Ralff, the Council’s Executive Director, 
advises that the system is to be a consensus document that offers standard 
definitions for sustainability and a certification system for commercial build- 
ings. Both BREAM and LEED are relatively simple in their requirements and 
designed to be implemented easily and cost effectively in the real-estate market. 
For full details of the LEED certification system, check out USGBC’s web site 
(www.usgbc.org). 

The Green Building Challenge (GBC '98) is another such effort. This major 
international undertaking got its start in Canada under the aegis of the CAN- 
MET Energy Technology Centre of Natural Resources Canada. The concept is 
that there is a need for a more-thorough analysis than those provided by 
BREAM or LEED, one that would provide more detailed information on suc- 
cessful green buildings. 

The Challenge is in the midst of a two-year performance assessment effort 
that will culminate in a big conference in Vancouver, B.C., this October. The 
goal is to develop a framework designed to assess the energy and environ- 
mental performance of buildings — one that will encourage the adoption of 
green-building practices internationally. An International Framework Commit- 
tee, which includes AIA’s Gail Lindsey, is establishing the guidelines for assess- 
ing buildings, and at least two buildings in each participating country will go 
through the assessment. The guidelines allow for climatic differences and 
variations in the standard current practices in each country. 

Teams from more than 12 countries are involved in GBC '98. The U.S. team 
is sponsored by the U.S. Department of Energy and led by AIA's Committee on 
the Environment. Also participating are U.S. EPA and ASHRAE. The U.S. team 
hopes to link the work being done under the U.S. Green Building Council's 
LEED rating system with the GBC '98 effort. The U.S. team, not content with 
two buildings, is entering five in GBC. They are: 


GREENING THE OLD: The Thoreau Center for Sustainability in San Francisco, lo- 
cated in the historic Presidio National Park, is an important example of the relation- 
ship between historic rehabilitation and sustainable development. The Center is 
housed in a structure that was built in sections between 1899 and 1955 for the Letter- 
man General Hospital. The hospital was substantially demolished in the 1970s, but the 
remaining structures are important examples of the Greek and Mission Revival styles 
typical of the Presidio. Interiors of the buildings were substantially renovated accord- 
ing to "green" principles to conform to their new usage. The exteriors remain relatively 
unchanged as examples of this period in the Presidio's history. The design team was 
lead by the architectural firm of Tanner, Leddy, Maytum, Stacy of San Francisco.

* The Thoreau Center for Sustainability in San Francisco, the first privately 
financed project located in the city's new Presidio National Park, is an important 
example of the relationship between historic rehabilitation and sustainable 
development. The design team was lead by architects Tanner, Leddy, Maytum, 
Stacy of San Francisco. The Center opened in April 1996 in the rehabilitated 
historic wards of the Letterman General Hospital, which was built between 1899 
and 1935. The hospital was substantially demolished in the 1970s, but the 
remaining structures are important examples of the Greek and Mission Revival 
styles typical of the Presidio; the exteriors remained relatively unchanged as 
examples of this period in the Presidio's history. 

The Thoreau Center project benefits from the hospital's design, typical of 
its time, which takes advantage of natural lighting and ventilation. The build- 
ings are narrow, with abundant exterior windows and high thermal mass. The 
new offices were designed to maximize the available daylight and “freecool- 
ing," or natural ventilation. As the structure is a historic landmark, it was 
important to retain existing materials and character, which meant some com- 
promises with total greenness. The original porte cocheres were enclosed within 
the new tenant space, and restrooms, elevator, and handicapped access were 
discreetly incorporated into the original plan. New features were designed to 
be "reversible," should the building's use change in the future; the original 
windows could not be changed, for example. The wood-frame buildings were 
insulated with cellulose, although some walls were left empty to avoid damage 
to historic wainscotting. There is to be a small demonstration installation of 
photovoltaic panels in the lobby skylight. A high-efficiency standard combus- 
tion boiler was selected, along with high-efficiency radiators; variable-speed 
pumps circulate hot water, allowing for part-load efficiencies. 

The primary goal for the lighting design was to minimize energy use while 
providing a pleasant light quality. Simple generic fixtures for fluorescent 
uplighting provide low-glare light suitable for high computer use. While the 
Thoreau Center does not set low-energy records, its designers believe it dem- 
onstrates that a historic rehabilitation with a low budget can successfully 
integrate energy-conserving measures. 

* The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency facility in Research Triangle 
Park, N.C., a laboratory / office facility designed by Hellmuth, Obata and Kass- 
abaum. Now under construction, the building footprint is 1.2 million sq.ft., of 
which 600,000 sq.ft. is office and laboratory space. Green features of the design 
include strict forest protection, construction-waste separation and recycling, 
minimal disturbance to the ecosystem, parking decks instead of lots, indigenous 
landscaping, pre-construction plant rescue, high-efficiency boilers and chillers,

* The Ridgehaven Green Demonstration Building in San Diego, Calif., a 
renovation of an existing office building by Platt/Whitelaw, Architects, with 
Lynn Froeschle, AIA, as environmental-consulting architect. The intent wasto | 
rehabilitate the 1981, 73 /000-sq.ft., three-story building as a public model of 
green building. Budgetary restraints ($37 /sq.ft.) became an important factor; 
for example, existing fixed windows were retained, and the solar heat gain was 
reduced through exterior awnings. The design team developed a list of green 
criteria for selecting materials and did lengthy research and testing to find 
candidates, including indoor air-quality tests from independent labs. This 
research was incorporated into environmental-product specs for the contractor, 
along with specs requiring recycling, salvaging, and reuse. 

* Cambridge CoHousing in Cambridge, Mass., GreenVillage Company, 
Cambridge, a new infill residential project comprising 41 units (assembled from 
prefab sections) on a narrow 1.5-acre tract between the street and a railroad 
track. It features communal facilities — including a large kitchen, dining area, 
childcare and recreational facilities, a library, and garder 1— and offers w ralking 
distance to public transportation and to shopping, services, and entertainment. 
The project has a district heating / cooling system using a heat pump and boiler. 
А unique air-distribution system in each unit draws off water circulated from 
the central plant for heating, cooling, and ventilation. 

* The Durant Road Middle School in Raleigh, N.C., a year-round school for 
1,300 students designed by Innovative Design, Inc., in Raleigh. The project uses 
an elongated east-west plan to take advantage of southern orientation for 
natural daylighting and winter passive-solar gain through continuous single- 
sloped roof monitors. Overhangs and interior baffles shield all direct sunlight. 
State-of-the-art lighting controls and an energy-management system interface 
with the county's central station. Daylighting is supplemented by artificial light 
using automatic photocell occupancy and lighting-level sensors and controls. 
Reduction in energy use, compared with a typical new school building in North | 
Carolina, is estimated at 50-60% by the architect. 


MATERIALS CHOICES 


Green building may have moved into a philosophical phase of holistic design, 
but the specifier must still make practical choices of materials and equipment. 
Historically, it has been difficult to compare the full environmental impact of 
various materials options. The practice of Life Cycle Assessment (LCA), which 
seeks to assess the full impact from raw-resource extraction through manufac- 
ture and installation, has evolved significantly. An exemplar of this approach 
is the AIA Environmental Resource Guide, which provides extensive compari- 
sons in its material reports and application reports.

When the badly soiled brick masonry on the landmark home of Ulysses S. Grant in 
Galena, Ill. (top), required cleaning, environmental gentleness was a basic part of 
the specifications. Conventional brick cleaners were ruled out because their acid for- 
mulations were too toxic. The Illinois State Historic Preservation Agency specified 
"Envirestore 100" from Diedrich Technologies for the project, because it met the 
combined requirements of cleaning effectiveness (bottom) and environmental 

safety. "Envirestore 100" is an earth-friendly citric-based cleaner formulated to 
clean while retaining some character and patina on the masonry surface — avoiding 
the harsh overcleaning typical of conventional hydrofluoric-based cleaners. For 
more information, see the sidebar at left, or Write in No. 5200. 


As for specific materials, here’s a sample of current thinking: 

* Wood Products. The latest wrinkle is third-party certification of forest opera- 
tions and wood products. This system is intended to ensure that wood products 
come from a sustainable logging operation. The certification includes a chain- 
of-custody stamp as well. So far, about 10 million acres worldwide are certified, 
with about 2 million of them in the U.S. The moving force behind this system 
is the Forest Stewardship Council, based in Oaxca, Mexico, which has devel- 
oped what is now the standard set of principles and criteria. 

A popular wood substitute these days is bamboo. Actually a grass, bamboo 
is attractive as a building material because it is very hard, strong, and stable; it's 
pro-environment because it is fast-growing and easily renewable. A number of 
bamboo flooring products are now available. Another eco-friendly develop- 
ment in wood products is the recycling of wood building products (as pulp, 
wood chips, or simply reused). The American Forest & Paper Association has 
published the National Wood Recycling Directory, and a Used Building Mate- 
rials Association has been formed. 

* Windows. The best ones today insulate four times as well as those 
commonly available just 20 years ago; improvements include multi-layers of 
glazing, increased air space, tinted and low-emissivity coatings, low-conduc- 
tivity gas fills, and improved (reduced-conductivity) spacers. Check out the 
National Fenestration Rating Council (NFRC) in Silver Spring, Md., which 
publishes a certified-products directory. 

* Insulation. Cellulose (shredded paper, particularly old newsprint) is a 
popular green choice for insulation, particularly now that pollution from de- 
inking plants is reduced, thanks to new ink formulations. One such product is 
Nature Guard, a trademark of Louisiana-Pacific, San Diego, Calif. Straw-bale 
construction and banked earth are also eco-friendly providers of insulation. 

* Coatings. Regulations reducing the use of volatile organic chemical 
(VOC) solvents in coatings have pushed the development of new waterborne 
alternatives that now offer better performance than previous VOC formula- 
tions. New polymers allow today's waterbornes to be more abrasion-, chemi- 
cal-, and moisture-resistant, and new additives help overcome flash rusting, 
foaming, and other problems that used to be common with these coatings. 
Waterborne catalyzed epoxies are another new upgrade from alkyds or latex. 

We've only scratched the surface here with respect to eco-friendly materials 
choices; consult the information sources "ted in the b “ог more details. 
Traditional Building readers can also take heat from the we -s of Gail Lindsey: 
“Preservation is the ultimate in recycling.” So, just by being in the field of 
restoring, renovating, and recycling old buildings, you’ve been at the forefront 
of the green-building movement, whether you knew it or not. Ш

ANTIQUE BOARDS & TIMBERS 


Woodwrights have long known that first-growth wood makes superior floors and 
millwork. And recycling salvaged wood is now the “green” thing to do. But from a 
pure engineering standpoint, antique wood has many virtues, too. 


When recent research in landfills showed that the single biggest component in 
dumps is usually construction debris (up to 60% of total volume), it put 
environmentalists and preservationists squarely in the same camp. Environ- 
mentalists want to reduce the pressure on landfills; preservationists want to 
reduce the number of old buildings being demolished. And if a building must 
be demolished, preservationists and environmentalists would rather see the 
building materials recycled instead of landfilled. 

Pure aesthetics, practicality — and economics — ensured that some types 
of antique wood were being recycled long before most people realized it was 
also a “green” activity. First-growth heart pine, oak, yellow pine, chestnut, and 
other antique woods have had a ready market for years because their close 
grain, patina, and durability make them extremely valuable for flooring, mill- 
work, and other high-end finished surfaces. The value of this first-growth wood 
has reached the level where it now pays for divers to scour the bottoms of rivers 
and lakes across the U.S. looking for “sinker” logs that submerged while being 
floated to sawmills during the 19th and early-20th centuries. 

Besides aesthetics, there are also engineering reasons for specifying antique 
first-growth timbers. David Fischetti, president of DCF Engineering, Cary, 
N.C., and a registered structural engineer with extensive experience with 
historic structures, tells this instructive tale about the virtues of virgin-growth 
timber: Fischetti was involved with restoration work on an early-19th-century 
church that had roof trusses fabricated from first-growth heart pine. The 
restoration work on the church required a sign-off by the local building inspec- 
tor. When the building inspector came through, he stopped to analyze the 
200-year-old roof trusses. The young man whipped out his up-to-date wood- 


AN ENGINEERS VIEW OF FIRST-GROWTH TIMBERS 


Often, first-growth timber far exceeds the requirements of a particular grade 
of lumber with respect to size and quantity of knots, slope of grain, and 
density. Samples of timber from Estey Hall at Shaw University in Raleigh, 
N.C., built in 1876, were without knots and had 17 growth rings per inch. 

A 120-ft.-span Burr arch pedestrian covered bridge is now under con- 
struction in Old Salem in Winston-Salem, N.C., using recycled Southern 
pine. Load testing of the recycled timber indicates that a majority of the 
material exceeds the stiffness requirements of its particular grade. Some 
values for the Modulus of Elasticity (a measure of stiffness) are double the 
published values for today’s timber. 

A word of caution should be noted with regard to using recycled timber. 
The strength of recycled timber is dependent on a little-understood interac- 
tion of many conditions present during the service history of a timber 
component. Detrimental to recycled timber materials are high temperatures 
and excessive loading during long periods of service, especially if the initial 
moisture content was high. The complex interaction of long-term levels of 
high stress and elevated temperature is not understood at this time.

strength tables, measured the beams in 
the trusses, and pronounced the build- 
ing unsafe! His reason: The timbers in 
the trusses were undersized. 

Fischetti pointed out to the young 
inspector that the strength tables he 
was using applied to modern tree-farm 
wood. For first-growth heart pine, 
strength tables from older engineering 
handbooks have to be employed to get

John Leeke, a preservation consultant in Portland Me., has seen many 
instances of exterior wood decay. Leeke observes in one of his Research 
Reports: “Old-growth wood sawn from large logs typically has less sapwood 
than third-growth or plantation-grown wood which is cut from smaller logs. 
For most species of wood, the heartwood is more dimensionally stable and 
resistant to decay than the outer sapwood. These differences in quality between 
yesterday’s and today’s wood is one of the practical reasons it often makes sense 
to save old woodwork.” * 

To compile an up-to-date listing of sources for antique wood, the Editors 
surveyed 104 dealers of salvaged building materials. From their responses, we 
assembled the following SourceList of 52 dealers in antique boards, lumber, 
millwork, and timbers. You'll find 
sellers of old barn siding, heart-pine 
flooring remilled from salvaged ware- 
house beams, antique chestnut, fram- 
ing timbers, and even complete barns. 
The aim of the Editors was to provide 
a good representation of the market, 
both in terms of geography and in 
types of wood offered.

SHINGLE REVIVAL - 19905 STYLE 


Wooden houses of early Colonial America inspired the Shingle Style of the 1880s 
and Post-Modern architecture from the 1960s to the present day. 
Boston architects Albert, Righter & Tittmann draw on the American vernacular 
as they add a major chapter to the tradition of shingled houses.

Wooden clapboard siding and roof shingles covered the timber-frame houses 
of 17th-century New England, a tradition that resonates deeply in the evolution 
of the American home. The professional craftsmen who emigrated from Eng- 
land brought with them the postmedieval building customs that flourished at 
the vernacular level for at least another two centuries, Abbott Lowell Cum- 
mings explains in The Framed Houses of Massachusetts Bay, 1625-1725 (Harvard 
University Press, 1979). The abundant building materials found in the virgin 
territory of North America allowed the wood-building tradition to flourish 
here, while it withered in England as timber stocks were depleted by the 
Elizabethan building boom. 


THE SHINGLE STYLE 


The irregular silhouettes of 17th- and early-18th-century New England houses, 
formed of multi-gabled, gambrel, and salt-box roofs, with lean-to and other 
additions, began to be regarded as romantic images by writers and artists in the 
mid-19th century. Antiquarian interest and nostalgia for a more virtuous, 
pre-industrial rural ideal were also important factors in the Colonial Revival 
that was celebrated in the Centennial Exhibition in Philadelphia in 1876. 

In the 1880s, a uniquely American architectural style coalesced in wooden 
houses and summer cottages built at the seaside and in the suburbs. From 
coastal Maine to New Jersey, city dwellers flocked by train and stagecoach to 
summer resorts for recreation and escape from the pollution and crowds of the 
burgeoning industrial cities. The “Shingle Style,” as it was later called by 
architectural historian Vincent J. Scully, Jr., was rooted in the revival of interest 
in vernacular Colonial buildings. This new architectural type was characterized 
by a relaxed freedom in interior plan, use of native wood and rough stone, and 
picturesque forms wedded to the landscape. The dominant motif was a major 
unifying roof slope adopted from early Colonial architecture. Roof and wall 
planes were punctuated by dormers, bay windows, multi-light sash, and 
porches opened the living spaces to the surrounding seaside and country. 

Among the architects who defined the Shingle Style in the late 1870s and 
‘80s were Henry Hobson Richardson, Robert Swain Peabody, William Ralph 
Emerson, and Arthur Little, all of Boston; John Calvin Stevens of Portland, 
Maine; Wilson Eyre of Philadelphia; Bruce Price of New York; and the firm of

McKim, Mead & White. They were part of the first generation of American 
architects who were professionally trained at the rigorous L’Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in Paris or in the studios of French architects. 

They traveled in Europe, sketched endlessly, and collected architectural 
books and photographs. The lessons in formal planning learned in Paris en- 
abled many of this generation to create the great civic monuments of our cities. 
But others broke out of the formalist mold, and were especially influenced by 
the English Queen Anne Revival and the American Colonial vernacular in their 
invention of a new domestic architecture better suited to the optimism, freedom 
and outdoor enthusiasm of American life. The Shingle Style set the tone for 
further developments that echoed even in modest suburban homes and cot- 
tages. 

Modern architects of the mid-20th-century, preoccupied with steel, glass, 
and concrete, dismissed dark-shingled Victorian houses as gloomy, rambling 
piles. So did most of society. Scully’s highly influential book, The Shingle Style 
and the Stick Style, first published in 1959, enlightened contemporary architects

and historians on the originality in

MASTERS OF THE 
AMERICAN VERNACULAR 
TRADITION 


In the early 1960s, a few leading archi- 
tects reacted against the aggressive 
idealism and monumentality of Mod- 
ern architecture by reaching back to 


vernacular traditions and modest 
buildings of the American past. Chief 
among these were Robert Venturi 
and Charles Moore, founders of the 
Post-Modern movement. Moore, as 
dean of the Yale School of Architec- 
ture (supported by Scully’s teaching 
of American architectural history), spurred many young architects to challenge 
Modernist dogma and search the American past for inspiration. Two directions 
of Post-Modernism were the New Classicists (see features on this subject in 
Traditional Building, Sept. /Oct. 1997) and those that looked to the more informal 
American vernacular. 

In the latter camp is James Volney Righter, a late bloomer who graduated 
from the Yale School of Architecture in 1970, when he was 35, and began 
practicing on his own at once. His Boston-based firm, known as James Volney 
Righter Architects from 1971-95, and Albert, Righter and Tittmann, Inc., since 
1996, is best known for its delightful wooden vacation and year-round houses

greatest number (twenty houses and over forty additions and remodelings) are 
located on a secluded island off the New England coast. Critical acclaim in 
architectural, home, and regional publications has been accompanied by over

Shingle Bureau. 

Righter was a Visiting Critic in Architectural Design at Yale from 1969-84, 
and has mentored and employed a number of young graduates in his Boston 
office. The veteran is Jacob Albert, a former head teaching assistant for Vincent| 
Scully, who has been the backbone of the practice since 1980. Albert has a dry 
wit and disciplined manner. In 1996, Righter and Albert formed a partnership| 
with John Tittmann, a Yale architecture graduate of 1986 who had worked with|

Allan Greenberg in Connecticut; Skidmore, Owings & Merrill and Booth / Han- 
sen in Chicago; and on his own since 1991. The outgoing Tittmann is an 
agreeably forceful exponent of Classicism, both monumental and vernacular, 
with proven success as a designer of houses and public buildings, including 
museums and schools. Other staff members in this collegial practice are 
Christine Finn, Craig Gibson, David Guarino, and Kate Lemos. 

The three partners have a deep knowledge of architectural history through 
studies with Scully at Yale and years of involvement with the Society of 
Architectural Historians’ national organization and New England Chapter. 
Furthermore, they draw on an extensive office library on historic American and 
European architecture, with many rare and out-of-print books. Albert points 
out The White Pine Series of Architectural Monographs (from 1915) as valuable 
for examples of detailing of well-designed wooden houses for the middle class. 

The architects have digested these sources so thoroughly that one can 
imagine the firm as a living example of a small Boston architectural office of a 
century ago. The Richardsonian atmosphere of the library and drafting room, 
with its magnificent view across Boston Common towards Beacon Hill, contrib- 
utes to the sense of drifting in time. Transforming the past into a coherent new 
vision for contemporary life was a great achievement of the 1880s. Albert, 
Righter & Tittmann strive to do the same. 

Designing new buildings and additions in historic resorts and suburbs, 
where house sites stand by anything from Cape Cod homesteads to great 
Shingle-Style cottages to vernacular farm buildings, have forced these architects 
to define their positions on contextualism and originality with each project. 

In fact, the firm is avidly eclectic, rooted in the American rural vernacular, 
yet thoroughly conversant in the languages of their architectural heroes: Henry 
Hobson Richardson, John Calvin Stevens, William Ralph Emerson, and Frank 
Lloyd Wright. Righter acknowledges the strong influences of two opposing 
mentors, the spare Modernist Edward Larrabee Barnes, and the colorful Post- 
Modernist Charles Moore. The firm draws freely on the Greek, Gothic and 
Egyptian Revivals as employed by carpenter-builders i in the nineteenth century. 
Righter has designed a pool house in the style of a Carpenter Gothic chapel, and 
jaunty striped bathing pavilions like tents at Victorian resorts. What unites this 
eclectic style is a controlled mastery of space, form and detailing combined with 
a playful spirit. 

The firm’s houses are at once comfortable and familiar, and unexpected. 
Their spaces, forms, and details speak viscerally to everyone, using elements 
with powerful metaphors. Integration of architecture with landscape is a given. 
No Righter house had yet been sold by its original client, reported architectural 
critic Robert Campbell (“An Island Showcase for an Architect’s Work,” Boston 

Globe, 10/29/92), indicating a level of satisfaction achieved by few star archi- 
tects. These houses are beloved gathering places for families, meant to be 
enjoyed by generations coming together from afar. Many of the houses have 
separate guest wings or cottages with playful features, ideal for visiting grand- 
children. 

Like his houses, Righter makes any person comfortable, through his mod- 
esty, graciousness, and youthful freshness and wonder. He has a zestful appre- 
ciation for individuality. When beginning a project, the firm analyzes the

program, site and budget requirements, to be sure. But Righter also probes his 
client’s dreams, visions, and memories of favorite places. “We invent from that, 
drawing on our vast knowledge, and go beyond the client's initial ideas to create 
something that will surprise and may delight them.” 

Mary Denny Wray and her family commissioned an island summer house 
fifteen years ago, followed by a guest cottage and an addition. Says Mrs. Wray: 
“Most of my friends who've had new houses built end up not speaking to their 
architects or builders. With Jim, I’ve never had an argument, the builders like 
him, and we all become friends. He is a superb designer, who understood what 
we needed and what kind of house would fit in the neighborhood. The house 
was built on time and within the budget established at beginning. Jim, Jacob, 
and their staff were very diligent in making sure that builders did what they 
should, down to the punch list.” 


THOROUGH DETAILING & CONSTRUCTION SUPERVISION 


Ed Howland of the Howland Company, a general contractor on Cape Cod, 
describes the firm as “very good architects technically. They really spend time 
on specifications and drawings, providing a very clear, complete set of docu- 
ments. They adhere to standard building practice with well-thought-out con- 
struction details. A lot of other architects try to re-invent the wheel and end up 
making mistakes.”

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Durability is important to both the architects, who return frequently to the 
coastal communities where they build, and their clients, who expect to keep the 
houses in their families for generations. The firm often specifies Western red 
cedar shingles for roofs and sidewalls, treated at the time of construction with 
Cabot's bleaching oil. (Samuel Cabot Inc., Newburyport, Mass., has produced 
paints and stains for shingles since 1877. Contact Cabot at (978) 465-1900, 
www.cabotstain.com.) “For exterior trim, we specify cedar, redwood, or ma- 
hogany,” says Albert. “We believe these woods are resistant to weathering and 
rot, when detailed and primed properly." 

Р.]. Bigelow, General Manager of Z & S Contracting, which has built many 
of the firm's houses and renovations, said that ^we really enjoy working with 
them. They visit the jobsite and we never have to wait long for detail drawings. 
The buildings are durable and the details and moldings aren't difficult to put 
together." 

Resourcefulness and imagination come to play in creating special spaces 
from ordinary and inexpensive materials. Albert explains, "We often use inex- 
pensive stock products in unconventional ways. We turn to Traditional Building 
as a source for products more often than Sweet's Catalog. Custom moldings 
aren't that much more expensive anymore either, so we enjoy designing our 
own details, as well as custom cabinetry." 

"Customers are increasingly aware of choices in high-end products, espe- 
cially in kitchens and baths," Righter adds. But he recalls Moore's lessons about 
placing priority on delightful spaces rather than expensive detail. "People 
forget that a lovely sequence of spaces and overall effect is hard to achieve." 

While continuing to build in coastal New England, the firm is increasingly 
sought for new houses, renovations and additions in distinctive historic subur- 
ban neighborhoods and country retreats. Aspirations for the future include a 
greater range of building types, such as small-scale academic and public build- 
ings. The creative talents of Jacob Albert, Jim Righter, and John Tittmann in both 
the Classical and Picturesque traditions indicate that their past and future 
works will be cherished by owners and studied by architects in generations to 
come. Their shingled New England houses are a major part of that legacy.

E SHINGLES AS A BUILDING MATERIAL 

Shingles made from dense heartwood in virgin timber have proven to be a durable building ma 
terial since the 17th century: resistant to rot, wind and hail; good insulators; and aesthetically pleas 
ing. Their major disadvantage was susceptibility to fire. As the 20th century draws to a close, 
however, concerns have increased about the durability of shingles installed today, and the future 
supply of good-quality wood shingles. 

Although few 17th-century roof shingles have survived, the historian Abbott Lowell Cummings 
found written documentation of the use of dense, long-lasting swamp cedar for shingles, as well as 


less-durable pine or hemlock on occasion. Cedar and oak were favored for clapboards in early Mas 


sachusetts. 
aesthetic treatments in the 17th, 18th, and 19th centuries,” states Sara B. Chase, Preservation 
sultant, an architectural conservator in Lexington, Mass. Chase has seen fragments of 17th-centu 
shingles that were treated with red lead and oil, and 18th-century shingles painted dark brown wit 
iron oxide and linseed oil.

Today, shingled roofs remain popular with owners who prefer traditional materials. An addec 
benefit is the high insulating value; a cedar roof has an R-factor of .95, more than double that of 3 
tab asphalt shingles. Shingles are available in western red cedar, redwood, northern white cedar 
and cypress. However, concern about durability has been а hot topic among producers, roofers 4 
wood scientists. Untreated roofs have a relatively short lifespan of 7 to 15 years or longer, 


to the Cedar Guild. “Many wood experts believe that second-growth trees, which succeeded virgi 


forests, simply do not yield the same quality wood as the old-growth timber we have all but used 
up," reported Josh Garskof in Old-House Journal (“Wood Shingle Report," сасе m.

has been using white cedar shingles since 1910. Shingle roofs must be installed properly, with bi 
tens or strapping under each course so they can dry out. Correct exposure and good flashing det; 
are also essential. 

For longer life, preservative treatments are required to protect the natural oils and resins f 
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washing out in rain and lignin from deteriorating in ultraviolet light. Light oil-based pig- 
mented coatings are still recommended for new roofs, and should be reapplied every 3-7 
years. Good maintenance also means keeping the roof clean and free of fungus, and replac- 
ing individual shingles that fail. 

A wide variety of water-repellent preservative coatings, both clear and pigmented, are 
available from large paint companies and small manufacturers. Wood-research laboratories 
have tested the effectiveness of many of these products. Pressure-treated western red cedar 
shingles with a 30-year warranty were introduced in 1990. Shingles treated with fire-retar- 
dant chemicals are also available to comply with building codes. 

Time will tell whether research on preservatives and fast-growing, renewable woods will 
keep shingled roofs a viable option for future generations.

aversion to traditional architecture, save the studios of Robert A.M. Stern. 
Shamamian gravitated to these studios, and after graduating in 1985 went on 
to work with Stern in his practice both on architectural projects and on research 
for the books New York 1900 and New York 1930. Following four years in Stern's 
office, he moved to the design department of Parish-Hadley. 

"Parish-Hadley was a good place to adjust our skills to traditional architec- 
ture, which was not what we were doing in school," says Shamamian. “We were 
breaking the tablet." At Parish-Hadley the three young architects found intact 
a way of designing where landscape, architecture, and interiors were conceived 
of as a whole and thought through in traditional ways. There was no avant 
garde. They also rubbed elbows with experts in finish materials and learned 
invaluable lessons from exposure to projects involving large estates. 


Donald Rattner, Partner 

"We're not revolutionaries in the sense that we are overthrowing everything 
that has come before," says Donald Rattner. He is not the first to argue that the 
current interest in Classicism is not a revival because Classicism never disap- 
peared entirely as a practiced architectural style. Rattner joined Ferguson 
Murray Architects in its first year after working two years with architect Allan 
Greenberg in New Haven, Conn. Between 1988 and 1996 he moved within the

firm from staff architect to principal and this year to partner. Rattner earned a 
B.A. in art history from Columbia University before switching to architecture. 
Midway through his graduate studies in architecture at Princeton University 
he made what he terms “a hard left” and started to explore traditional architec- 
ture. This was the mid-1980s and Rattner recalls thinking he might be the only 
person on earth actually thinking about doing this kind of work. He was happy 
to find both Greenberg’s office and Ferguson Murray & Shamamian and be 
proven wrong. In 1991, during his early years with the firm, Rattner co-founded 
the Institute for the Study of Classical Architecture. He remains co-director of 
the Institute and holds an adjunct professorship at New York University where 
he lectures and teaches drawing. 


Serving the Estate Market 

One cannot judge by square footage alone. However, when the 1/8-inch scale 
model is mounted on the wall for lack of a proportionate table, it’s an estate. 
Ferguson Shamamian & Rattner specializes in large-scale residential commis-

sions. Not all their work is estates, but a hefty part 
does fall into the 10,000-plus-sq.-ft. world where 
owners' names never reach the portfolio. The part- 
ners believe the firm's success in the residential 
market reflects the extremely conscientious level of 
service provided to clients from the initial meeting 
to move-in day. 

The first service is often guiding the client to an 
understanding of what they want. Ferguson relates 
that most clients come with thoughts on at least a 
starting point. "It can be simple things they say, like 
‘I want a casual as opposed to formal house’ or ‘I 
want something hunkered down as opposed to 
something upright." In other instances, notes 
Shamamian, they say “’I love clapboards,’ or ‘I want 
stone.’ It's our job to identify the particular styles or 
vocabularies that will put us in the right block to 
start. Occasionally clients have the knowledge and 
experience to say ‘I want an 18th-century Georgian 
house.“ “In reality," says Ferguson, “nobody 
knows fully what they want when they start. You 
really have to design what they don’t want before 
you design what they do want.” 

At Ferguson Shamamian & Rattner the exterior, interior, and landscape 
elements of a project are treated holistically. This calls for a very close collabo- 
ration with interior decorators, landscape architects, artisans, and contractors. 
The early days at Parish-Hadley may have inspired the firm’s practice of 
carefully overseeing all the interior detailing on its projects. If it is part of the 
interior skin, it is designed and documented in-house. And they do not deliver 
empty houses. An independent interior decorator is part of each project team. 
Ferguson believes that this policy of working with decorators from outside the 
firm creates a dynamism and level of expertise that cannot always be provided 
by a single source. The firm is privileged to have some of the best interior 
decorators in the U.S. on its teams — a privilege perpetuated by their reputation 
within the interiors world as being good architects to work with 


Another Pencil 


Even with the best consensus at the outset, residential work is notorious for 
changes and alterations. In a practice centered on traditional styles with plenty

of non-square details — and in a practice where everyone is fastidious about 
the appearance of drawings — one suspects this might wreak havoc. Not so. 
CAD systems are as much at home at Ferguson Shamamian & Rattner as any 
firm. About two thirds of the workstations are CAD-equipped and that number 
is growing. All details are input at actual scale, which may be a little more 
challenging for traditional than non-traditional styles, but after this initial input 
the benefits are quickly apparent. “CAD works beautifully in Classical design 
because you have all this symmetry, and for symmetry there is a mirror button,” 
says Ferguson. “You also have repetition; a hundred balusters? Hold down 
‘repeat’.” Rattner adds that the Classical language is a geometrically-based 
language. Moldings, for example, are constructed on actual geometric dia- 
grams, and for this computers are very precise. “We make a lot of drawings,” 
says Ferguson, “We use CAD because we can produce drawings with a consis- 
tent quality throughout, not only in terms of their usefulness, but in terms of 
how beautifully they are composed.” The staff does not take this last measure 
lightly. A custom typeface for CAD presentation drawings was designed to 
render text in what appears to be a traditional, penciled hand. 


Why Classicism? 
The majority of Ferguson Shamamian & Rattner’s current work is based on 
Classical precedent. When it comes to explaining this choice or the merits of 
Classicism in general, the partners are thoughtful and forceful without being 
dogmatic. They are not afraid to elaborate on their sense of Classicism’s rightful 
place in the here and now. And their ideas go much further than the standard 
rejoinder ‘because it is time-tested, inherently beautiful, and always dignified.’ 
From Rattner: “Classical architecture is more open to metaphor. It has the 
potential to make associations that reverberate a little deeper than abstract 
architecture.” “It’s the metaphor that makes it architecture,” adds Ferguson. 
“As individuals we prefer to have things refer to other things. Openings in a 
box — that’s just building. What we are trying to do is manipulate the building 
to make its composition and meaning apparent. And hopefully, by doing 
architecture in more ways than the practical, we enhance how it is understood.” 
Shamamian picks up where Ferguson leaves off: “The Classical language is 
self-evident. It doesn’t always have to be explained, rationalized, or theorized. 
You don’t need international conferences to understand it.” The 40 or more 
architects behind the firm’s work are not only well-trained and talented, they 
are comfortable practicing with the shared language of Classicism. For this 
group of architects, the Classical tradition is a commonsense approach to 
making the built environment more understandable and inviting. 

Do they find the Classical language limiting? Not in the slightest. “There is 
a huge elasticity to Classicism — from the primitive to the high-styled. That 
range is very exciting to us,” says Ferguson. “These are traditions of building 
that are still meaningful today. You can use them to build any program someone 
throws at you.” This flexibility allows room for originality and an opportunity 
to debunk the notion that working in the Classical tradition is no more than 
copying elements from the official sources and combining them in a proper 
order and proportion. “Every context is different, and what we design must 
respond to that context in a way that is innovative and respectful at the same 
time,” says Rattner. “These responses to context — be they technological, 
programmatic, or material — can be subtle, but there can be no simple repro- 
duction if we are to be successful.” 


On Beauty 


This is no place for aesthetic theorizing, which, when it comes to traditionalists 
and modernists, is usually an agreement to disagree. The partners have clearly 
pondered some of the salient questions, and their answers are anything but pat. 
“Obviously, Classicism’s emphasis on beauty is something that all of us by 
nature find appealing,” says Rattner. “It’s a beauty both intellectual and vis- 
ceral, rather than purely intellectual, which is where modernism tends to drift; 
this a generalization of course. Not all Modern architecture is that way.” To 
those of modernist bent, this last observation is a welcome leap of intellectual 
beauty in itself. Traditionalists tend to cede the intellectual merits of Modern 
movement architecture, yet routinely deny the aesthetic power it has at its best. 
At this firm, intellectually engaged architects have pondered beauty from all 
sides and can separate the concept from comfortable traditions and personal 
preferences. 
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FS&R's work enters the public realm with this competition entry for a new Town Hall 
in Glenwood, Illinois. Combining Classical architecture and the principles of tradi- 
tional town planning, the architects were able to meet the requirements of the program, 
including mixed-use development, while focusing on their goal of a vital, humane and 
beautiful environment. 


After purchasing a spec house in a Beaver Creek, Colo., resort development, this client 
hired FS&R to substantially enhance the existing interior architecture.

Itis evident from their work that Ferguson Shamamian & Rattner takes both 
the intellectual and visceral sides of beauty seriously. If they have a passion, 
this could be it. In this business of traditional architecture, there is a difference 
between innovative use of inherited architectural convention and sheer novelty. 
Cutting and pasting yields novelty. Training, practice, and the elusive thing we 
call taste, generate beauty and quality. A quick comparison of the firm’s work 
with a standard new subdivision of Georgian “Fine Homes” with strangely 
ranked windows, Neo-Classical models with ill-proportioned pediments, or 
Cape Cod boxes with an overabundance of fan lights and carriage lamps reveals 
the difference that training and taste — intuitive or otherwise — can make. 
Beauty does not come prepackaged in any architectural style — even the 
almighty Classical. (It was Catullus the Roman historian, after all, who wrote 
“Oh this age! How tasteless and ill-bred it is.”) Taste and training run consis- 
tently high at Ferguson Shamamian & Rattner. Beauty is not left to chance. Ш
